The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Claims 1-19 are allowed because none of the prior art references of record teaches an ink jet 
printer cartridge comprising a miniature data processing unit that is fixed to a thin printed circuit 
and analyzes a stream of printing commands for controlling a print head to authenticate data to 
be printed on a support in the combination as claimed. 

Citation of Pertinent Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The prior art references (US Pat. 6,212,505; US Pat. 6,406,120; US Pat. 6,435,676; 
US Pat. 6,866,359) cited in the PTO 892 form show an Inkjet cartridge that is deemed to be 
relevant to the present invention.
